Access  road  moves  closer  to  reality

A  new  access  road  to  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  will  soon  bring  safer, 
easier  traveling,  and  a  new  look  to  the 
campus  as  well  as  the  town  of  Wesson. 

Mayor  Johnny  Curtis  of  Wesson  was  the 
first  person  to  present  the  idea  of  the  road 
approximately  two  years  ago,  and  the 
concept  was  received  well  by  others. 

Dr.  Billy  Thames,  college  president, 
feels  that  there  are  many  advantages  to 
the  construction  of  the  road,  which  should 
begin  in  approximately  six  months. 

These  advantages  include  direct  ac- 
cess to  the  campus,  the  elimination  of 
difficult  parking  situations,  and  the  exclu- 
sion of  the  dangerous  curves  caused  by 
other  campus  entrances. 

With  the  construction  of  the  access 
road,  parts  of  highway  51  South  will  be 
closed  when  the  construction  begins, 


according  to  Dr.  Thames.  The  campus  will 
be  entered  near  the  Softball  and  band 
practice  areas  at  the  back  of  the  campus, 
after  completion. 

Dr.  Thames  said,  This  was  the  only 
location  we  could  choose.  If  we  had  cho- 
sen any  of  the  other  routes,  we  might  have 
been  forced  to  buy  private  land,  and  we 
certainly  didn'twantto  do  that.  There  were 
also  other  problems  ."  He  added. 

Alton  Ricks,  dean  of  students,  said  he 
will  be  glad  when  the  new  road  is  installed. 
Ricks  said,  "It  will  relieve  the  tremendous 
pressure  of  the  traffic  each  morning  and 
afternoon.  Some  1,500  automobiles 
travel  onto  campus  each  day,  and  the 
traffic  pressure  has  to  be  lifted." 

Dr.  Thames  said,  'The  passing  of  the 
access  road  through  the  state  legislature 
has  taken  a  long  time  due  to  district  refer- 


rals, replacement  of  officials,  and  much 
red  tape." 

After  gaining  support  of  the  Copiah 
County  Board  of  Supervisors,  school  offi- 
cials went  to  the  legislature.  The  passage 
of  the  bill  then  put  the  access  of  the  road  in 
the  hands  of  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment, and  this  is  where  the  issue  now 
stands. 

The  Highway  Department  must  now  go 
through  many  steps  such  as  land  survey- 
ing before  construction  of  the  access  road 
can  begin. 

"I'm  excited  about  this  new  addition  to 
our  campus  and  about  the  advantages  the 
road  will  bring  to  our  students,"  Dr. 
Thames  said.

Five  former  outstanding  athletes  at 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College 
have  been  selected  to  the  college's 
Athletic  Hall  of  Fame. 

Chosen  to  the  twelfth  annual  Athletic 
Hall  of  Fame  are  Frank  Garner  of  Anda- 
lusia, Ala.,  the  late  Marvin  Lee  Hutson  of 
Brookhaven;  Dewitt  Shivers  of  Long- 
boat Key,  Fla.,  Marion  T. "Tick"  Tatum, 
Jr.  of  Thibodaux,  La.,  and  Fred  "Rip" 
Taylor  of  Oxford. 

They  join  50  other  Hall  of  Famers, 
selected  by  the  college's  Athletic  Alu  mni 
Association,  dating  back  to  1978. 

Garner  was  selected  for  basketball, 
while  Hutson  received  the  nod  for  foot- 
ball and  baseball,  with  Shivers  and 
Tatu  m  chosen  for  football  and  track,  and 
Taylor  for  football,  basketball  and  base- 
ball. 

The  five  will  be  inducted  during  cere- 
monies at  Co-Lin  on  homecoming  day, 
Saturday,  October  7. 

GARNER 

Garner  played  basketball  at  Co-Lin  in 
1947-48  and  1948-49  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Co-Lin's  first  state  championship 
basketball  team.  He  was  All-State,  first 
team,  for  both  years  when  only  five  were 
selected  statewide.  During  his  two 
years  at  Co-Lin  the  Wolves  lost  only  one 
conference  game  and  Garner  was 
named  outstanding  rebounder  and  de- 
fensive player  in  the  state.

Ala. 

At  Delta  State  University  he  was  a 
starter  for  both  years  and  his  team 
played  in  the  National  NAIB  Tourna- 
ment in  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

Garner  is  a  World  War  II  veteran, 
having  served  in  the  Navy. 

He  spent  his  entire  coaching  career  at 
Pleasant  Home  High  School  in  Andalu- 
sia where  his  teams  won  several  district 
championships  and  were  runners-up  to 
the  state  title  on  his  way  to  being  se- 


lected Coach  of  the  Year  in  Alabama. 
HUTSON 

The  late  Marvin  Lee  Hutson,  a 
Brookhaven  native,  was  captain  of  Co- 
Lin's  state  championship  football  team 
in  1932,  where  the  Jackson  Clarion- 
Ledger  named  him  to  the  All-State 
Team  that  year.  He  also  played  baseball 
at  Co-Lin  in  1932-33. 

At  the  University  of  Mississippi,  Hut- 
son lettered  in  football  in  1934,  1935, 
and  1936,  having  been  team  captain  in 
1 936  and  having  been  center  for  the  Ole 
Miss  Rebels. 

SHIVERS 

Dewitt  Shivers  Jr.,  a  Bogalusa,  La. 
native,  graduated  from  high  school 
there  in  1936,  and  from  Co-Lin  in  1938. 

While  at  Co-Lin  he  was  an  outstanding 
member  of  the  football  and  track  teams, 
having  been  chosen  All-State  Honor- 
able Mention  for  End  in  1937-38  and 
while  setting  a  school  record  forthe  1 00- 
yard  dash  (9.9"). 

At  the  University  of  Mississippi,  from 
which  he  graduated  in  1940,  Shivers 
was  a  football  "red  shirt"  because  of  an 
injury.  He  ran  the  100,  220,  and  440  in 
track. 

He  served  in  the  United  States  Air 
Force  from  1941  to  1968  as  a  fighter 
pilot  and  a  regular  Lt.  Col.  and  having 
been  stationed  in  the  Panama  Canal, 
Italy,  Alaska,  and  Japan.  His  awards 
and  decorations  include  the  Silver  Star 
Air  Medal  with  four  Oak  Leaf  Clusters, 
Air  Force  Outstanding  Unit  Award  with

Leaf  Clusters.  He  retired  from  the  USAF

He  was 
named  Best  Athlete  in  1948  at  Co-Lin, 
having  been  outstanding  in  football  and 
track.  He  served  three  years  in  the  U.S. 
Navy.  He  lettered  in  both  sports  at  Delta 
State  University  where  he  received  his 
bachelor's  degree  in  the  1950.  Tatum 
earned  a  master's  degree  in  1966  from 
the  University  of  Mississippi. 

Presently  he  is  head  track  and  cross 
country  coach  at  Nicholls  State  Univer- 
sity in  Thibodaux,  La.

On  Natchez  Campus 

Becky  Holloway  brings 
experience  to  classroom

From  successful  commercial  cooking 
at  age  13  to  food-related  triumphs  of  to- 
day, Becky  Junkin  Holloway  brings  a 
wealth  of  experience  to  her  classes  in 
the  Hotel-Motel-Restaurant  Manage- 
ment Technology  at  Co-Lin  Natchez. 

"I  guess  I've  always  loved  to  cook," 
said  Mrs.  Holloway,  who  grew  up  in 
Houston,  Texas.  "It  all  got  started  in  the 
eighth  grade,  when  a  class  trip  to  the 
West  Coast  cost  each  student  $600. 

"My  dad  said  I  could  go  if  I  earned  half 
the  money.  I  made  brownies  and  cakes 
and  sold  them  at  school  and  in  front  of  a 
grocery  store  at  the  shopping  center. 

I  ended  up  making  all  the  $600,"  she 
said.  "But,"  she  said  with  a  laugh,  "of 
course,  Daddy  paid  for  all  the  ingredi- 
ents." 

Following  that  success,  Mrs.  Hol- 
loway continued  to  cook,  often  using 
favorite  recipes  from  her  mother  and 
grandmother. 

"In  my  teens  I  started  catering,"  Mrs. 
Holloway  said.  "I  helped  Mama  cook  for 
dinner  parties.  By  14  I  was  cooking  for 
friends  and  relatives." 

Her  main  interest  in  life  continued  as 
she  obtained  a  degree  in  food  manage- 
ment and  production  at  Gulf  Park  Col- 
lege, Gulfport,  and  later  took  hotel  and 
restaurant  management  courses  at  the 
University  of  Houston. 

She  first  went  to  work  in  Houston  as 
assistant  manager  of  the  Junior  League 
Tearoom,  serving  such  celebrities  as 
Lady  Bird  Johnson  and  Gov.  John  Con- 
nally. 

Later  she  worked  as  product  evalu- 
ation specialist  and  catering  manager  of 
the  corporate  office  of  Sysco,  a  whole- 
sale food  giant. 

"My  responsibility  was  quality  control 
as  far  as  Sysco  labeled  products,"  Mrs. 
Holloway  said.  "I  ran  a  test  kitchen, 
planned  conferences  and  meetings  and 
prepared  and  served  meals." 

Next  came  a  stint  with  a  food  broker  in 
Houston,  where  Mrs.  Holloway's  main 
function  was  food  presentation,  demon- 
strations and  food  shows. 

But  by  then  it  was  1982,  and  her 


parents  had  moved  from  Houston  back 
to  their  hometown,  Natchez.  Mrs.  Hol- 
loway wanted  to  join  them  there  as  well 
as  go  into  business  for  herself. 

In  July  1982,  in  Natchez,  she  and  her 
father,  Hugh  Junkin,  opened  Infair,  a 
catering  business  which  for  more  than 
two  years  served  gourmet  meals  to 
thousands  of  Natchez  tourists. 

Then  in  1984,  Mrs.  Holloway  and  her 
brother,  Chip  Junkin,  who  is  also  deeply 
interested  in  the  food  business,  made  a 
deal:  Sister  and  brother  would  open  a 
restaurant  together. 

Thus  was  born  the  Confederate 
House  Restaurant  of  Natchez,  a  restau- 
rant overlooking  the  Mississippi  River. 
This  restaurant  seated  more  than  100 
patrons  and  serving  Continental  Cuisine 
at  lunch  and  dinner,  operated  success- 
fully for  two  years. 

Then,  with  the  downturn  in  Natchez's 
economy  when  the  oil  industry  was  hard 
hit,  Junkin  left  Natchez  forthe  restaurant 
management  work  in  Tennessee  and 
Mrs.  Holloway  opened  The  Confederate 
Room,  a  smaller  Natchez  restaurant 
which  featured  much  the  same  menu  as 
her  former  establishment. 

This  restaurant  remained  in  business 
for  more  than  two  years,  but  "the  hours 
were  hard  and  long,  particularly  night 
after  night  when  I  didn't  get  home  to  my 
small  children  until  after  midnight,"  Mrs. 
Holloway  said. 

In  August  1 988,  when  Co-Lin  Natchez 
offered  her  a  position  as  instructor  of  the 
federally  sponsored  Job  Training  Part- 
nership Act  Food  Services  Program, 
this  food  whiz  decided  it  was  time  to  take 
off  her  apron  and  pick  up  her  school- 
books. 

In  no  time  she  had  her  students  de- 
lighting faculty  and  staff  each  Wednes- 
day at  lunch  by  serving  low-cost,  high- 
quality  meals  in  the  student  operated 
Patio  Cafe. 

When  the  JTPA  program  was  phased 
out  in  June  1989,  Mrs.  Holloway  was 
unanimous  choice  to  teach  the  Hotel- 
Motel-Restaurant  Management  Tech- 
nology classes  at  Co-Lin's  Natchez's 


ultra-modern  vocational-technical  build- 
ing. 

"Teaching  students  in  class  is  not  so 
very  different  from  what  I've  done  for  a 
long  time,"  Mrs.  Holloway  said.  "In  res- 
taurants, staffs  require  constant  train- 
ing. Teaching  is  just  second  nature  in 
the  business." 

Among  the  courses  Mrs.  Holloway  is 
teaching  this  year  are  Front  Office 
Management,  Basic  Food  Preparation, 
Safety  and  Sanitation,  Profitable  Food 
and  Beverage  Management,  Hotel  and 
Restaurant  Accounting,  and  Quality 
Foods. 

"The  Hotel-Motel-Restaurant  Man- 
agement Technology  Program  is  a  new 
program,  just  began  in  1988,"  Mrs.  Hol- 
loway said.  "It's  already  growing  each 
semester,  with  a  dozen  majors  right 
now." 

"These  students  will  spend  one  se- 
mester interning  at  area  hotels,"  said 
Mrs.  Holloway,  "learning  by  working 
every  position." 

After  completing  the  two-year  pro- 
gram and  internship,  they  can  go  into 
any  mid-management  position. 

"These  students  will  learn  not  only 
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Mrs.  Becky  J.  Holloway 

Hotel-Motel-Restaurant  Management 
Technology,  but  also  all  about  the  hospi- 
tality industry,"  Mrs.  Holloway  said. 

"This  is  the  fastest  growing  industry  in 
the  country  because  of  increased  lei- 
sure time,  increased  pleasure  travel  and 
increased  business  travel.  With  the 
training  they  get  at  Co-Lin,  these  stu- 
dents can  go  anywhere  in  the  world  and 
get  a  job.  It's  a  great  program."

Royal  Maid  -  the  words  may  bring  to 
mind  the  name  of  a  professional  clean- 
ing service,  soap  detergent  company,  or 
vacuum  cleaner  manufacturer. 

However,  these  two  words  stand  for 
much  more.  They  represent  the  name 
of  as  institution  that  could,  in  no  way,  be 
compared  to  any  cleaning  product  or 
machine. 

If  is  a  place  where  people  are  learning 
the  meaning  of  personal  success  and 
are  experiencing  the  security  found  in 
achievement. 

Royal  Maid  Association  for  the  Blind, 
Inc.,  located  south  of  Hazlehurst  on 
highway  51 ,  is  exactly  what  the  name 
suggests...  a  job  training  center  for  the 
blind  and  visually  impaired  that  is, 
through  the  success  of  its  trainees, 
making  a  difference  in  the  lives  of  nu- 
merous people. 

Terry  Webb,  a  native  of  Tunica,  who  is 
currently  employed  at  the  Ramada  Ren- 
aissance Hotel  in  Jackson  as  a  house- 
keeper, trained  at  Royal  Maid. 

"I'm  enjoying  my  work  here  at  the 
Ramada  and  am  glad  I  went  through 
Royal  Maid,"  Webb  said. 

"I  like  being  around  people,  and  I  see 
lots  of  different  kinds  of  people  come 
through  here,"  he  said. 

Fortune  Jaubert,  Ramada  Renais- 
sance general  manager,  said  he  cur- 
rently has  five  visually  impaired  workers 
who  went  through  the  Royal  Maid  train- 
ing. 

"They  are  very  good  workers,  and  I 
wish  I  had  more  of  them  employed 
here,"  Jaubert  said. 

He  added  that  those  who  come  to  him 
from  Royal  Maid  to  apply  for  job  open- 
ings are  not  given  any  special  consid- 
eration. 

"I  treat  them  just  like  I  would  anyone 
else.  It's  just  that  they  have  received 
some  good  training  at  Royal  Maid,"  he 
said. 

The  visually  impaired  who  receive  the 
job  training  in  Hazlehurst  do  not  just 
show  up  on  the  association's  front  door 
step. 

First,  there  must  be  funds  to  run  a  pro- 
gram such  as  this  one,  and  Copiah- 


Lincoln  Community  College  in  Wesson 
handles  the  "fund  raising"  and  provides 
a  program  coordinator  through  the  fed- 
eral Job  Training  Partnership  Act 
(JTPA). 

"We  receive  funds  through  JTPA  from 
the  Mississippi  Service  Delivery  Area 
Private  Industry  Council  and  the  State 
Department  of  Job  Development  and 
Training,  a  branch  of  the  Governor's  Of- 
fice of  Federal  State  Programs,"  Bill 
Perrett,  Copiah-Lincoln's  coordinator  of 
the  program  for  the  visually  impaired, 
said. 

Perrett  said  after  funding  has  been 
provided,  the  trainees  are  referred  by 
school  teachers,  physicians,  and  other 
professionals  to  the  vocational  rehabili- 
tation counselor  in  their  area. 

"After  the  counselors  determine  the 
person's  visual  impairment  aid  require- 
ments, including  a  look  into  his  or  her 
educational  and  work  background,  then 
they  are  taken  to  the  Addie  McBryde 
Rehabilitation  Center  for  the  Blind  at 
University  Medical  Center  in  Jackson  for 
further  tests,"  Perrett  said. 

"At  the  McBryde  Center  of  the  Blind, 
trainees  are  given  more  tests  and  an 


interest  inventory  which  determines 
what  types  of  jobs  they  are  most  suited 
to  perform,",  he  said.  "Then  they  are 
referred  to  me  at  Royal  Maid." 

Hermine  Walker,  vocational  rehabili- 
tation counselor  for  the  blind  in  Tunica, 
Tate,  Marshall,  Desoto  and  Lafayette 
counties,  said  one  problem  with  refer- 
ring the  visually  impaired  to  Royal  Maid 
is  that  they  do  not  want  to  leave  home. 

"Hazlehurst  is  a  long  way  from  Oxford 
or  Tunica  and  many  times  these  people 
had  rather  be  close  to  home  without  a 
job  than  have  to  leave  to  train  for  work," 
Walker  said. 

"We  (counselors)  have  a  hard  time 
persuading  them  that  it  would  be  to  their 
benefit,"  she  said. 

The  only  such  association  of  its  kind  in 
Mississippi,  Royal  Maid  offers  several 
different  types  of  job  training  programs 
to  individuals. 

Training  in  office  skills,  warehousing 
and  maintenance  operations,  custodial 
services,  and  recreational  services, 
along  with  aid  to  the  handicapped  and 
upward  mobility  programs  are  offered 

Also  offered  is  experience  in  dormi- 
tory/motel   supervision    and    mainte- 


Upward  Bound  Enriches 
High  School  Students 


Since  its  inception  in  September 
1980,  the  Upward  Bound  Program  at 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  has 
assisted  high  school  students  in  devel- 
oping skills  and  motivation  required  to 
experience  success  in  post-secondary 
training  for  a  career  of  their  choice. 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Education 
funds  the  program  for  70  students  from 
five  target  high  schools:  Bogue  Chitto, 
Crystal  Springs,  Franklin  County, 
Hazlehurst  and  Lawerence  County  High 
Schools.  To  be  eligible,  students  must 
be:  (1)  a  potential  first-generation  col- 
lege student  and/or  from  a  low-income 
family;  (2)  have  potential  to  do  post- 
secondary  education;  (3)  have  an  aca- 
demic need. 

During  the  academic  year,  the  pro- 


gram provides  instructional,  tutorial  and 
counseling  services  in  the  high  school 
setting  and  eight  Saturday  academic 
sessions  on  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Com- 
munity College  campus. 

A  summer  residential  program  en- 
ables students  to  improve  academic 
skills  and  performance,  and  to  partici- 
pate in  social  and  motivational  activities 
relevant  to  making  career  choices  and 
building  self-esteem. 
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aining  for  visually  impaired 


nance,  plus  recreational  and  cafeteria 
services  and  production  line  skills. 

"The  trainees  must  be  determined  to 
be  JTPA  eligible  before  we  can  train 
them,"  Perrett  said. 

"This  means  they  have  to  show  signs 
of  being  economically  disadvantaged 
and  have  to  have  a  desire  to  become 
gainfully  employed,"  he  said. 

The  three  month  program  requires 
trainees  to  spend  three  hours  a  day  in 
class  and  five  hours  in  a  working  setting. 

After  they  have  trained  for  three 
months,  they  go  on  job  interviews  and 
are  assisted  in  obtaining  employment. 

"We  have  visually  impaired  people 
placed  in  jobs  all  over  the  state,"  Perrett 
said. 

Besides  the  Ramada  Renaissance, 
Perret  named  J.  C.  Penny  and  Unifirst 


Bank  as  other  companies  who  are  cur- 
rently employing  the  visually  impaired. 

In  September  of  1988,  the  Ramada 
Renaissance  Hotel  was  awarded  the 
Employment  Opportunity  Development 
Award  by  the  Mississippi  Association  for 
Education  and  Rehabilitation  of  the 
Blind  and  Visually  Impaired. 

"We're  proud  of  what's  happening  at 
Royal  Ma  id...  proud  of  the  changes  the 
association  is  making  in  people's  lives," 
perrett  said.

MSCW  was  a  much  larger  college  than 
Co-Lin,  but  the  excellent  foundation  I  had 
obtained  made  my  two  years  there  very 
enjoyable  and  had  prepared  me  for  my 
major  in  home  economics. 

I  was  fortunate  to  have  Miss  Jane  Adams, 
one  of  the  best  teachers  at  Co-Lin  and 
MSCW,  who  encouraged  her  students  tc 
recognize  their  full  potential  and  to  work  to 
reach  that  goal. 

After  graduating  from  the  "W",  I  returned 


to  Co-Lin  where  I  have  worked  in  various 
positions,  such  as  high  school  home  eco- 
nomics and  science  teacher,  faculty  house 
hostess  and  dietician,  and  presently  serving 
as  assistant  librarian. 

I  have  seen  many  changes  in  the  past 
years.  No  where  could  I  have  found  better 
people  to  work  with  and  a  better  place  for  me 
to  grow  mentally  and  socially  in  such  a  great 
environment. 

It  has  been  a  privilege  for  me  to  have 
worked  with  three  great  men  as  presidents 
of  Co-Lin:  Dr.  James  Ewing,  Mr.  F.  Marion 
Fortenberry,  and  Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames.  Each 
president  has  tried  to  create  an  environment 
which  nurtures  the  growth  of  youth,  develop- 
ing positive  thinking,  self-confidence,  and 
leadership. 

Dr.  James  Ewing,  Co-Lin's  second  presi- 
dent, was  one  of  the  most  dedicated  people 
in  every  way.

While  living  in  the  faculty  house,  now  Ellis 
Hall,  I  had  the  opportunity  to  know  so  many 
of  the  instructors  and  staff  members.  We 
were  truly  just  one  big  family,  yet  many 
different  personalities.  I  can  now  recall  so 
many  happy  experiences,  which  to  me  are 
priceless.  Life-long  friendships  were  made 
and  we  all  look  forward  to  reviving  this 
friendship  and  seeing  each  other  at  Co-Lin's 
annual  homecomings. 

Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames  is  a  great  leader  at  Co- 
Lin.  He  is  sincerely  interested  in  the  needs 
and  progress  of  the  college.  I  consider  it  a 
privilege  to  work  with  him. 

Co-Lin  is  a  wonderful  place  to  meet  one's 
life  mate,  which  I  did,  and  hadthree  children, 
Helen,  Robert,  and  Karen,  to  grow  up  on  the 
Co-Lin  campus. 

These  are  some  of  the  things  that  make 
me  love  Co-Lin. 

I  have  been  and  will  continue  to  be  suppor- 
tive of  Co-Lin  as  it  definitely  is  meeting  the 
needs  of  the  surrounding  area.  The  poten- 
tial growth  of  Copiah-Lincoln  is  tremendous 
and  I  am  pleased  to  see  it  grow.

Fred  "Rip"  Taylor  was  selected  for  his 
football,  basketball  and  baseball  feats 
while  a  student  a  Copiah-Lincoln  Agri- 
cultural High  School  from  which  he 
graduated  in  1 926.  He  was  voted  out- 
standing athlete  that  year  and  was  cap- 
tain of  the  basketball  team. 

At  Mississippi  A  &  M  (now  MSU)  he 
was  freshman  class  president  and 
played  basketball.  He  graduated  from 
Transylvania  University  in  Lexington, 
Ky.,  where  he  lettered  in  football,  bas- 
ketball and  baseball  in  1929,  1930  and 
1931 .  His  senior  year  he  earned  the  Mr. 
Pioneer  Award,  highest  honorthat  could 
go  to  a  male  student,  based  on  leader- 
ship, athletics  and  popularity. 

From  1931-34  he  served  as  high 
school  principal,  football  and  basketball 


coach  in  Providence,  Ky.  From  1934  to 
1958  he  was  a  life  insurance  general 
agent  in  Evansville,  Ind.,  and  Kokomo, 
Ind. 

Since  1958  Taylor  has  been  owner/ 
operator  of  a  600-acre  registered  cattle 
farm  at  Oxford,  Ms.,  where  he  and  his 
wife  reside  in  their  antebellum  home 
which  they  restored. 

He  was  inducted  into  the  Mississippi 
Agriculture  and  Forestry  Hall  of  Fame  in 
1984.  Taylor  was  president  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi Cattlemen's  Association  in 
1970  and  a  director  of  the  National 
Cattlemen's  Association  that  same 
year.  He  served  as  a  commissioner  for 
19  years  for  the  Lafayette  County  Soil 
and  Water  Conservation  and  a  state 
director  for  1 2  years,  two  as  chairman  of 
the  board.  He  was  a  former  member  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  Oxford-

Renovations  bring 
needed  changes

This  has  been  a  very  busy  summer  for 
everyone  on  campus.  We  have  com- 
pleted renovations  in  the  J.J.  Wesson 
Building  to  house  a  new  Vo-Tech  pro- 
gram in  Industrial  Service  Technology. 
In  addition,  we  have  completely  reno- 
vated the  Radio  Station  Building  and  the 
second  floor  of  the  Mutton  Building.  We 
will  establish  a  new  computer  lab  to 
meet  the  continued  demand  in  this  area. 
We  have  also  moved  Mr.  Durr  Walker's 
office  and  classroom  to  this  facility  as 
well  as  providing  additional  office  space 
for  several  faculty  members. 

The  second  floor  of  Mutton  Hall  will  be 
used  to  house  the  single  parent/home- 
maker  program  and  to  provide  addi- 
tional space  for  the  Learning  Center. 
The  full  utilization  of  Mutton  and  the 
Radio  Station  Building  means  that  we 
have  only  one  building  on  campus  that  is 
not  being  fully  used  at  this  time.  This  is 
the  old  bookstore  building  just  west  of 
Stevens  Hall.  When  funds  are  available, 
we  will  look  at  renovation  of  this  building. 

Lincoln  Hall  was  renovated  during  the 
second  semester  and  summer  and  the 
football  team  has  been  moved  to  this 
facility.  All  of  the  above  facilities  are  air 
conditioned  and  carpeted  to  make  them 
quieter  and  more  comfortable. 


In  the  near  future,  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi Bureau  of  Building  and  Grounds 
will  begin  work  for  needed  handicapped 
improvements  and  Phase  I  in  the  reno- 
vation of  Rea  Auditorium. 

The  handicap  work  will  mean  eleva- 
tors for  Smith  Hall  and  the  F.M.  Forten- 
berry  Building.  In  addition,  we  will  make 
sidewalks  and  street  improvements  that 
will  make  our  facilities  more  accessible 
to  the  handicapped  student.  Initial 
counts  show  that  we  have  at  least  four 
full-time  wheel  chair  students  enrolled 
this  semester.  In  addition,  we  have 
approximately  twenty  other  students 
with  handicaps  that  will  allow  them  to 
benefit  from  these  improvements. 

The  renovation  of  Rea  Auditorium 
which  is  located  in  the  J.M.  Ewing 
Administration  Building  is  the  largest 
auditorium  on  campus.  Many  of  our 
patrons  have  braved  many  events  in  this 
facility  and  we  look  forward  to  providing 
comfortable  and  attractive  facilities  for 
their  use. 

Phase  I  will  provide  a  new  roof,  drain- 
age and  central  air  conditioning  and 
heating.  Phase  II  will  provide  new  light- 
ing, seating  and  general  decorations  to 
make  the  facility  comfortable  as  well  as 
attractive. 

The  football  coaching  staff  added 


automatic  sprinklers  to  the  practice  field 
and  the  playing  field  in  Stone  Stadium. 
This  facility  also  needs  new  lights  and 
renovation  of  the  all-weather  track.  In 
addition  to  Stone  Stadium,  we  need  to 
add  lights  for  the  tennis  courts  and  the 
baseball  field.  It  seems  that  we  will 
never  be  able  to  do  all  the  things  that  we 
need  to  do  to  make  Co-Lin  facilities  the 
besttobe found  in  Mississippi.  Wewant 
to  express  our  appreciation  to  our 
county  supervisors  and  state  legislators 
for  continuing  to  assist  us  with  our 
needs. 

In  Natchez  we  are  in  the  process  of 
renovating  a  house  on  the  Washington 
Campus  to  house  a  single  parent/home- 
maker  program  that  opened  this  fall. 
Most  of  our  work  in  Natchez  has  been  in 
the  Vo-Tech  area  where  we  opened  a 
new  two  million  dollar  facility  in  1 988-89. 

It  is  anticipated  that  we  will  begin  plans 
to  add  several  new  buildings  to  the 
Beltline  Campus  in  the  next  few  years. 
This  will  allow  us  to  move  all  of  our 
programs  from  Washington  to  the 
Beltline  Campus. 

Enrollment  on  both  campuses  con- 
tinue to  grow  and  additional  facilities  are 
needed. 


Groups  adopt  highway 


The  Phi  Theta  Kappa,  Trillium,  and  Wolf 
Tales  organizations  on  the  Wesson  campus 
have  adopted  two  mile  segments  of  High- 
way 51  as  service  projects  for  the  1989-90 
term. 

The  effort  is  part  of  the  Mississippi  State 
Highway  Department's  Adopt-A-Highway 
program  which  puts  the  responsibility  of  litter 
control  in  the  hands  of  local  citizens.  Co- 
Lin's  organizations  will  be  responsibleforthe 
designated  area  clean-upforone  year,  hold- 
ing trash  pick-ups  at  least  three  times  during 
that  period. 

In  return,  the  Highway  Department  erects 
a  3  1/2  by  5  1/2  foot  blue  and  white  identifi- 


cation signs  at  each  end  of  the  adopted 
segment  recognizing  the  organization  re- 
sponsible for  litter  control  on  that  segment. 
The  Department  also  furnishes  trash  bags, 
orange  safety  vests,  and  warning  signs  to 
advise  motorists  when  a  litter  crew  is  work- 
ing. 

According  to  Jill  Knight,  Central  Highway 
District  Information  Officer,  the  Adopt-A- 
Highway  program  has  several  benefits. 

"The  most  important  benefit  of  the  pro- 
gram is  the  opportunity  foran  organization  to 
contribute  to  its  community  and  state  in  a 
very  visible  way,"  Knight  said. 

She  added,  "This  can  provide  great  per- 
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sonal  satisfaction  for  the  group  members 
and  a  renewed  pride  in  the  community, 
which  can  lead  to  othercommunity  improve- 
ment efforts  as  well." 

Other  benefits  include  a  positive  impact 
on  the  condition  if  Mississippi's  roadsides 
and  on  convincing  citizens  not  to  litter. 

Knight  said,  "Local  citizens  sharing  the 
clean-up  responsibility  will  emphasize  that 
public  lands  belong  to  everyone  and  all  must 
help  keep  them  clean." 

Phi  Theta  Kappa  Advisor  Russell  Ray  said 
the  Adopt-A-Highway  program  is  a  good 
service  project  for  the  organization. 

"This  is  a  good  way  of  participating  in  local 
service  to  our  community,"  Ray  said.

Jones  was  by  himself,  off  in  the 
jungle,communing  with  nature  and  his 
wedge  40  yards  from  humanity. 

Jones  pops  his  ball  ontothegreen  and 
holes  out.  "A  par  Mr.  Jones?"  asks  the 
scorekeeper.  "No,"  Jones  says.  "A 
bogey.  I  moved  the  ball  accidentally 
when  I  addressed  it." 

Alone  with  himself  and  his  integrity, 
Jones  called  the  shot  on  himself.  There 
were  no  umpires  around.  No  referees. 
No  line  judges.  Nobody.  Jones  lost  the 
playoff  by  that  stroke,  143  to  144. 

But  by  everything  moral,  by  every 
standard  that  every  honest  mother  and 
father  tried  to  hand  down  to  every  be- 
loved son  and  daughter,  Bobby  Jones 
won. 

Big  time.  A  landslide.  In  golf,  character 
counts  more  than  any  old  20-foot  putt. 
Jones  lost  a  championship.  But  he  was 
a  champion."
